All ropes and hawsers connecting 
the vessel with the dock or wharf shall be furnished with an approved 
rat guard. As few gangways shall be used as possible; all gangways 
shall be raised at night; and a watchman shall be placed on each 
gangway during the day from the time the gangway is lowered until 
it is raised. A responsible person shall be deputed to insure these 
measures being applied immediately after the vessel is berthed.
